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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the applicant's response, the response 
is unpersuasive because it relies on an amendment that is not entered. 



Continuation of 13. Other: Claim 20 still appears to be allowable over the prior art of record, however the amendment is not entered into 
consideration beccause it is non-complient. The amendment is non-complient because it does not provide a complete list of all the 
claims. Additionally, the examiner believes that language of claim 20 should be amended for clarity. Claim 20 recites "the paper layer 
having an upper edge with a paperless zone that includes a gap across the upper edge a lower edge with a second paperless zone that 
includes a second gap across the lower edge". This recitation should be replaced with the language of page 4, lines 1 1-13 of the 
specification as originally filled. For example, the aforementioned recitation should be "the paper layer having, adjacent an upper edge, a 
portion removed therefrom to create a paperless zone and ajacent a lower edge, a portion removed therefrom to create a second 
paperless zone". . 
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
